2. The cost of subsistence, transportation, fuel, pay and allowances of said individuals shall be paid by the Department of

Revenue Notice # 98-01, which was published ifStaée Registeon January 26, 1998, contains a technical error in the form of
an incorrect date in the first paragraph. The first paragraph should be corrected as follows:

“Minnesota Statutef 297A.25, subdivision 65, provides an exemption from sales and use tax for construction
materials and supplies used in a project mandated by state or federal law, rule or regulation to construct or improve
an adult or juvenile correctional facility. Howevltinnesota Statute§ 297A.15, subdivision 7, requires that the

sales or use tax must first be paid on purchases of the construction materials and supplies and the governmental sub-
division must apply for a refund of the tax paid. Materials and supplies purchased from June 1, 1992 through
August 31-28971996are eligible for a refund of 20 percent of the sales or use tax paid. Purchases of materials and
supplies made after August 34-2d®B6are eligible for a full refund of the sales or use tax paid. “

The Commissioner of Health has determined pursuakfirioesota Statut¢88} 144.05, 144.0742 and 144.12, aktihnesota
Rulespart 4605.7080 that cases, suspect cases, carriers and deaths due to community-acquired methicillBtaphigzedccus
aureusbe considered a reportable disease inasmuch as the following circumstances exist.

A.

Since many questions about the epidemiology of community acquired methicillin-reSistaimylococcus aureus

(MRSA) are as yet unanswered, reporting will assist in further understanding the risk for disease and prevention and
control measures. The incidence of community-acquired MRSA remains unknown. For the period of 1997 to 1999, the
Minnesota Department of Health (MDH) received reports of two deaths in children under fourteen years of age due to
MRSA. Neither the MDH nor the U. S. Centers for Disease Control and Prevention conduct surveillance for community-
acquired MRSA. Although much is known about MRSA infections acquired in hospitals or nursing homes, information
about the prevalence of community-acquired MRSA infections is not known.

Information about the virulence for community-acquired MRSA is not available. A review of the medical literature does
not provide information about the virulence of community-acquired MRSA. Persons infected with community-acquired
MRSA may develop infections at any body site including: superficial skin infections, osteomyelitis, pneumonia, and
septicemia; some of these infections may result in death. The frequency with which persons carrying community-
acquired MRSA develop serious disease is not known.

Because MRSA has been associated with infections in hospital or nursing home patients and has not been associated w
infections in previously healthy children, identifying the prevalence of community-acquired MRSA (in healthy popula-
tions) may provide physicians and other primary care givers with data on which to base antibiotic selection. Timely and
appropriate use of antibiotics effective agaBistphylococcus aurewsay prevent serious infections and possibly death.

A case-oriented public health response would be helpful for control inasmuch as surveillance for community-acquired
MRSA may allow for identification of the prevalence of MRSA within a community which could lead to implications
for treatment and control measures. Through interviewing a sample of persons with community-acquired MRSA the
spectrum of iliness associated with this bacteria can be better defined, risk factors may be identified, and appropriate
control mechanisms can be implemented.

The commissioner has developed a specific protocol and methodology incorporating active surveillance and data
collection as follows:

1. Persons required to report disease as specifidéhimesota Rul@art 4605.7080 shall report deaths or serious
illness from cases of community-acquired MRSA.

2. The commissioner shall select a group of hospitals representing geographic and demographic diversity which shall:
a. Report all MRSA cases to the MDH,;
b. Submit all MRSA isolates to the MDH for confirmation of antibiotic-susceptibility testing and genetic typing;
c. Provide medical records of MRSA positive patients for review by MDH epidemiology staff;

(see above) to determine possible exposures to non-community-acquired MRSA.
